SHELL IN NORTHERN FRANCE

At this time when it is so important thnf every facil

regard to the public welfare. Seizing upon the reconv, 
mendation of the War Council, that passenger travel bf 
curtailed and discouraged duiing the war the railroadt 
have made it the excuse to cut down the number of pas- 
senger trains and turn their roads over to coal and freight 
tonnage alone. No one can object.to a curtailment of the 
service. Much travel is unnecessary and an outgrowth ol 
the "wanderlust" of the average American, but there re- 
mains a considerable amount of travel that cannot be cur- 
lailcd. Business must go on and Clearfield business men 
must have facilities for getting back and forth to theii 
plants and mines. Mails must be carried and at this sea- 
.•on of the year it is quite important that express service 
be kept at the highest possible efficiency. If the contem- 
piated changes are made on the New York Central lines 
there will bf no corwction \\ith the'neigh boring town of 
Indiana and the trade of the I'ich mining villages on the 
Possum Glory line will be lo?fc to Clearfield. The rlvci 
country is being more highly developed than ever and 
has a distinct right to train service. The mixed train i? 
il relic of the olden days and has-no place in, the present 
scheme of things. Better htn c no service than the mixed 
train with its uncertainties -\\hich would once more make 
this district the laughing stock of the state. There \\ill 
be a terriffic protest raised against such a change.

"Without music 
I would be lonesome," wrote a little 
Italian deaf mute. 
"It gives me a 


strong shock through the feet to the 
head," stated another. Others when 
asked to explain their sensations, said: 
"I feel It in my temples and In my 
legs," "I feel It through my body," and 
"I feel it in my chest and lungs." 
' According to teachers of deaf mutes, 
musical instruction is more Impor- 
tant ns an educational factor for the 
deaf child than it is for the hearing.
